King Sol­ 
omon, was lost in its division in the 
f days of King Solomon’s successor.

Nevertheless, in harmony 
with 
the 
Divine prediction, the royal line con­ 
tinued in the tribe of Judah; as it is 
written, “The sceptre shall not de­ 
part from Judah, nor a lawgiver from 
between his feet, until Shiloh come.” 
—Genesis 49:10. 
The Lord’s covenant 
with 
King 
David was that One from his seed 
should be the great King over the 
more glorious kingdom of God, when 
it should he established. 
In other 
words, Messiah would be of David s 
lineage. 
The royal family of David's 
line had a precarious course for sev­ 
eral centuries after King Solomon’s 
death until Zedekiah, the last king of 
Judah. 
Of him the divine declara­ 
tion was: 
“And thou, profane and 
wicked prince of Israel, whose day is 
come when iniquity shall have an end, 
Thus saith the Lord God. Remove the j 
diadem, and take off the crown; this 
shall not be the same * * * I will 
overturn, overturn, overturn it; and 
it shall be no more, until He come 
whose right it is; and I will give it 
unto Him.” 
That statem ent 
was 
made 
just 
prior to Israel’s captivity to Babylon. 
And the crown and the scepter have 
been overturned ever since .and will 
continue so to be until Messiah Him­ 
self, at His Second Advent, shall take 
the Throne as the antitypical Son of 
David. No king of David’s line has 
since been in power for even a mo­ 
ment since the overthrow of King 
Zedekiah. 
True, Israel had the Mac- 
cabean kings under Gentile suzerain­ 
ty, and later they had the House of 
Herod. But neither of these lines was 
of the House of David; indeed, neith­ 
er was Jewish at all. 
King Zedekiah 
lost his crow n in 606 B. C. ;and sure­ 
ly the kingdom has been well de­ 
scribed as “overturned, overturned;” 
and it is still overturned, because the 
foreordained time has not yet come 
—although it is near. 
“Times of the Gentiles.” 
There were Gentile kingdoms in 
the world long before Israel became 
a monarchy. 
Yet 
God 
recognized 
only Israel and entered into covenant 
relationship 
with 
no other nation. 
But as soon as the verdict of our text 
was given against Israel, to hold until 
Messiah’s Reign, then Divine provi­ 
dence 
recognized 
Gentile 
govern­ 
ments, although not iii the same wav 
in which Israel had been recognized 
—not as kingdoms of God, blit as 
kingdoms of the Gentiles. 
Nor w*ere all Gentile nations rec­ 
ognized, bkt one great line of world- 
empires of several dynasties which, 
so to speak, were given temporary or 
leasehold privileges covering the pc* 
riod of the overturning 
of 
Israel's 
crown—until the time for Messiah’s 
Kingdom. 
Indeed. 
in 
portraying 
these kingdoms and their leases of 
power, it is particularly show'n that 
their dominion will term inate abso­ 
lutely when that of Messiah will be­ 
gin. 
Furthermore. Moses prophesied the 
chastisement of Israel, and in sym­ 
bolic numbers told that it would last 
Seven Times. 
(Leviticus 26:18, 21. 
24. 28.) 
The lease of Gentile Times, 
or years, is likewise Seven Times. 
Both began to count 
at 
the 
same 
date. 
Hence 
both 
will 
terminate 
simultaneously. 
W hen the lease of 
Gentile domination ends, M essiahs 
Kingdom 
will 
by 
right 
begin

Reign: and Israel. “Jacob.” will be 
associated with M essiah’s Empire as 
His earthly people—Abraham, Isaac. 
Jacob and the Prophets being made 
princes in nil the earth as promised. 
The 
Prophet Daniel’s Foreview. 
God through the 
Prophet 
Daniel 
supplies us two pictures of the Seven 
Times of Gentile domination of the 
world. 
One of these pictures was 
given by vision to King Nebuchad­ 
nezzar. who overthrew* the crown of 
King Zedekiah. 
Properly it gives the 
worldly view' of Gentile governments. 
The whole period was represented by 
a glorious image, whose head w'as of 
gold, his breast and arms of silver, 
his belly and his thighs of brass, his 
legs of iron, his feet of iron m d clay 
mixed. 
Given the pointer th at Nebu­ 
chadnezzar’s 
kingdom 
represented 
the head of gold, 
any 
school 
boy 
could show th at the next universal 
empire was Medo-Persia, the third 
Greece 
and 
the fourth Rome—the 
feet representing Rome ecclesiastical. 
with her daughters dominat;ng Eu­ 
rope today. 
We cannot here go into details ex­ 
cept to note th at “in the days of 
these kings” represented by the toes, 
the God of Heaven promised to set 
up His Kingdom—Messiah s Kingdom.

Recommends That 
Every Precaution Be Taken in 


A ny Case Where the D is­ 
ease Is Suspected. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 27.—Dr. 
J. A. B. Adcock, 
secretary of 
th ' 
state board of health, yesterday Is­ 
sued a general warning to the people 
of .Missouri 
to 
protect themselves 
Dom the epidemic of smallpox which 
Is spreading over the state, and is 
especially prevalent in 
many coun­ 
ties north of the Missouri river. 
Vaccination and isolation are the 
remedial measures suggested by Dr. 
Adcock. He says in the letter sent, 
bioadcast over the state yesterday: 
“T deem it proper 
to 
warn resi­ 
dents of the commonwealth to pro­ 
tect themselves 
against, 
this loath­ 
some disease by immediately submit­ 
ting to vaccination 
and re-vaccina- 
t'on, where a few years have elapsed « 
since former vaccination, if the scar j 
is fading out. 
“This is the only true preventative 
and it is available to all. Quarantine 
and isolation is 
another safeguard, 
which every health officer is hereby 
commanded to enforce, 
to the end 
that 
this 
disease 
he 
completely 
wiped o u t 
"I would further advise that the 
mildness of the disease in any com­ 
munity is not good reason for relax­ 
ing vigilance, as 
in 
this insidious 
form it is hardest to control and to 
prevent its spreading. 
“In an epidemic where doubts arise 
as to the true nature of the disease, 
treat as suspects 
and 
isolate until 
such time as the true nature of the 
disease may he clearly ascertained. 
I ut do not forget to vaccinate.”

Objects of the Association. 
“Tbs object in organizing dairy as­ 
soria! ions is to establish cordial re­ 
lations and co-operation between its 
members, and enable them to prac­ 
tice such methods as will insure the 
m ost successful and economical 
re­ 
sults. It is desired to encourage the 
’breeding of better dairy stock, with 
due regard to both type and produc­ 
tion and 
to 
promulgate 
ways 
and 
means necessary to obtain these re- 
’ suits. It is hoped to have its mem­ 
bers realize the importance 
of fre­ 
quent m eetings, where friendly 
dis­ 
cussions on all subjects pertaining to 
the dairy industry 
can 
and should 
take place. 
The organization is in­ 
tended to be purely 
benevolent 
and 
educational in its object, without fi­ 
nancial benefit or profit to the asso­ 
ciation or any one connected therc- 
’with. 
Organization 
for the accom­ 
plishment of a specific purpose 
es­ 
pecially concent rates and directs ef- 
fert toward that end. It tends to har­ 
monize the minds of men on one pro­ 
ject which if feasible 
is 
sooner or 
later accom plished.” 


Prof. Eckles’ Address. 
Mr. Eckles said in part: 
“The dairymen of Missouri are fac­ 
ing a serious situation. 
W ithin ten 
years the price of feed has more than 
doubled, while the price of milk has 
increased but little. 
With the pres­ 
ent prices of feed and the demand 
for sanitation that are being made, 
milk cannot bo produced and sold in 
the city at less than eight cents a 
quart. 
There is unlimited opportun­ 
ity to decrease the cost of production. 
The dairy farmer m ust apply busi­ 
ness principles and find out what it 
is costing him to produce the milk 
he offers for sale. 
We 
find 
many 
dairymen are afraid to lace 
the sit­ 
uation and do not go to the trouble 
of determ ining whether their cow s 
ate making them any profit or not 
“It is not possible to 
raise 
the 
price of milk materially, 
but 
the 
cost of production can be decreased. 
To do this will require better cow s 
and ^»et»er methods of management 
About one-third of the cow s in MU 
souri do not produce enough to pay 


for their feed, 
another third are cap- : 
able of producing but small profit, | 
wldle the best third make a large 
profit above expenses. 
It is not suf­ 
ficient to depend upon any breed, but 
the dairyman must select Die indi­ 
viduals. for there is little difference 
in the Jersey and Holstein as produc­ 
ers of butter fat. 
W here the milk is 
sold at retail the Holstein is better 
adapted. 


Grow Clover Or Alfalfa Hay. 
“The dairy farmer in Missouri can 
usually grow most of his feed on 
the farm. 
He should provide him-, 
self with a silo and grow clover or I 
alfalfa hay. 
With these he can make 
a cheap ration by the 
addition 
of 
cornmeal and a small amount of cot-j 
tonseed meal. 
Carl White, of Law-j 
rence county, by applying these me­ 
thods under the direction 
of

Agricultural college, rn. av than dou­ 
bled the average production of his 
herd, from 175 lo 3 (>n pounds of but­ 
ter within three years.

cow's would increase their product in j 
the same ratio as was dom* by Mr. I 
W hite, the increase production of the 
cows of Missouri in two years would 
pay off all the farm mortgages; or to 


put It in another way, at the present 
time it requires 800,000 cows to sup­ 
ply tim state with dairy products. 
If 
the production were increased in the 
sam e ratio as was clone in the .case 
mentioned, Missouri could sell nearly 
half a million cows and nave as much 
dairy products as now. 
Within the

years the

creamery butter has increased tpoft*$ 
than five times. 
Some parts of Mis­ 
souri, especially the
